TEE CASE OF GREECE. 


The Grecian difficulty is one that it is 
not difficult to understand, even at this 
distance. ( ¡recce is an independent j oweri 
and there i- no nation to which she owes 
tribute. 
Robbed by the Turk of some of 
her fairest territory and most thrifty pop­ 
ulation, she has for a half century been 
struggling to regain her own. 
So right­ 
eous are her claims that two distinct con­ 
ferences of European powers awarded her 
tic return of a great portion of the ab­ 
stracted territory, by establishing a new 
frontier line, 
llut the conferences unfor- 
tunatelv left the award in such a position 
that unless Turkey consented to the new 
boundary the judgm ent would fail for want 
of due execution. 
< >f course Turkey de­ 
clined ¡n both cases to accede. 
V third 
conference was thereupon called and fixed 
another frontier line, but which made such 
meager restitution to Greece that she re­ 
fused, while Turkey accepted. 
For the 
establishment of the earlier award muile 
bv the Berlin conference (1878) Greece 
now makes the threat of war. 
France lias 
from the outset stood by the justice of this 
claim, and would if she dared, give Greece 
active assistance in preferring it, but she 
has reason, from fear of both Italy and 
Germany, to refrain from doing more than 
expressing her sympathy. 
England and 
the German States oppose any armed con­ 
flict between Greece and Turkey, because 
it would open the door for a general strip­ 
ping of Turkey of the possessions she has 
wrongfully and forcibly taken, and possi­ 
bly might drive the Turk out of Europe 
wholly, in which event the Germans and 
English would Miller serious jiocket-loss, 
and Russia would advance her front south­ 
ward to the utmost limit, and thus flank 
Germany iu the reconstruction of the Eu­ 
ropean map. 
Russia secretly promotes the 
belligerency of Greece, and nothing just 
now pleases that great ¡«ower so much as 
io see the Hellenic State massing her 
i uves along the line of the contested terri­ 
tory. 
Several of the smaller states under 
tribute to the Forte are solicitous for the 
opportunity to strike for freedom from 
the rule of the Turk. 
In this situation 
Greece has no hope of success in the field, 
smee Turkey can overwhelm any force she 
can array, hut to do so will so weaken her 
Ui.it she will lie liable to lie preyed upon 
b\ Russia on the north. 
Gn this, and on 
the disposition of Slavic states to seize the 
opportunity to disrupt Turkish 
power, 
< ■ reeve dejiends. The Turkish reliance is 
in the intervention of Germany and Eng­ 
land. 
Austria will probably he found co- 
operatlng with the latter, under a species 
of coercion. At heart she would be pleased 
w.tn the threatened breaking tip of the 
Turk, believing herself strong enough to 
hoid the territories she hits wrenched from 
t ic 
Turkish grasp. 
It may lie readily 
unlerstood, therefore, how much 
was 
m ‘ant by the recently expressed tear that 
t íe attitude of Greece might set all E u­ 
rope by the ears. 
Greece, it is not prob­ 
able, ex fleets active hostilities to begin. 
T he dispatches of today say that her Gov­ 
ernm ent disavows intention to fall upon 
Hi ■ Turkish line massed upon the frontier. 
It is claimed th a fth e is pushing forces to 
the front simply to assume a defensive at- 
tituie. 
W Hat she really hojies for is a 
fourth conference that will restore her a 
goodly part of the disputed territory, and 
couple the award with a noti<-e to Turkey 
that she must accept it. 
The former 
awards amounted to little more than “ po­ 
lite advice, a* they made the acceptance 
of it wholly dependent upon the pleasure 
o f the Turk. 
Mo*t people on this side of 
the Atlantic will want to see Greece win 
W e over here are very likely to favor the 
under dog,” and when we believe, as 
Americans mostly do, that Greece is right 
in her claim, and is preferring a cause that 
reflects onr own ideas of government, we 
cacuot restrain the open expression of a 
desire for the success of the smaller and 
weaker ot the parties to the present eon- 
tr jversv.

It is most unaccountable that the jolice 
authorities of Chicago should find cause 
now for the arres*, of Socialists, when for 
five years past they have lifted not one 
finger against them. 
\ c t these Socialists 


w ‘re five vears age, and during all the 
intervening time, precisely what they are 
t i-day, not a whit worse, nor more unlaw­ 
ful iu their “ talk” or their »cts. Great 


emergencies call for extreme remedies, and 
the menace of danger is the stim ulant of 
authority. 
To these truisms we must at­ 
tribute the peculiar policy of the Chicago 
local government. 
H ere now are dis­ 
patches informing us th at on Friday night 
when the rumor prevailed that H err Most 
was about to arrive in Chicago from Cir.- 
cinnali, the whole jiolice furce was put in 
motion to secure his arrest, and detectives 
swarmed on all incoming trains. 
But the 
rascally Anarchist, who was imprisoned 
in England and expelled from France 
because of his plots against society, did 
not come. 
Now it is in order to inquire 
why H err Most is any more deserving of 
arrest in Chicago to-day than he was years 
ago in any other city or section of the 
country? 
H e is no more unlawful in his 
expressions or acts in 1886 than he lias 
been in all the years preceding. 
H err 
Most has not changed, the officials have— 
they have been by a great emergency 
quickened to duty. 
T hat is all there is of 
it. 
How much better, therefore, it would 
have lieen, how much of excitement, un­ 
rest, 
loss 
of 
life 
and 
loss of la- 
lx>r. 
how 
much 
of 
human 
su tiering 
might have been saved, had the authori­ 
ties “sat down” upon the Anarchists from 
the beginning—struck down every infam­ 
ous head as soon as it appeared. 
If it is 
said that the lawful authority was want­ 
ing, then so it is to-day. The laws are 
just w hat they were. 
But there always 
lias been law to meet the cases of these 
fellows. 
The laws make it criminal to ad­ 
vise to crime, by incendiary harangues to 
incite breaches of the peace, by inilama- 
torv appeals to Invite assault upon or re­ 
sistance to the organized authority, to plot 
to do crime, to conspire to oppose the law, 
or to deprive any citizen of his guaranteed 
rights. 
T hat of which we now complain, 
the past immunity of the Anarchists from 
punishment, is the legitim ate result of the 
false sentim ent obtaining concerning lib­ 
erty. 
The name has been prostituted to 
license. 
It has been made the shield and 
cover for all manner of assault upon the 
American system. 
Under its shelter the 
rights of citizens have not only been placed 
in jeopardy, but often subverted, and even 
the inner court of our liberties penetrated by 
the menacing of judges and legislators. 
The time has come, not for a new definition 
of liberty, hut for the restoration of the old, 
the original, the true interpretation of the 
word, inseparable from which are lim ita­ 
tions that are sufficient to check the incen­ 
diaries of free speech. 
It is to be hoped 
that the present lesson in Chicago will 
bear good fruit, and teach the authorities 
that an ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure. 


T h e Overland Monthly suggests th at the 
people of California have been laboring 
under a strange forgetfulness; that they 
have been acting as if there existed no 
law restricting Chinese im m igration; that 
they have appeared to be laboring under a 
wide-spread illusion th at the hordes of 
Asia were pouring in upon us. 
It is not 
certain, it says, whether this was due to a 
belief that the Restriction Act had been 
repealed, or a disease of memory. 
The 
Overland is in error. 
The people have 
experienced neither loss of memory nor 
have they labored under a delusion. They 
have simply realized that the restriction 
law is weak ; that the “ transit ” construc­ 
tion put upon it opens a roadway through 
it for as many Chinese as choose, to freely 
enter: that nearly half the period of its 
term has elapsed, and its’ provisions are 
-till the subject of perplexing and contra­ 
dictory decisions and rulings; that at the 
A tlantic ports it has not lieen enforced 
with any degree of vigor; that it lacks 
provisions absolutely necessary to enable 
the identity of Chinese entitled to enter 
to be fixed; that under it a vast number of 
frauds have been perpetrated, perjury has 
been fostered, roguery paid a premium, 
and that entry certificates have 
lieen 
openly peddled in Chinese ports; that the 
law is not such a law as will fairly test the 
experiment of excluding certain classes of 
Chinese. 
Out of such convictions as these 
arose the agitation, in great part, which 
the Overland deems so phenomenal.

He declares th at it is a m atter of 
pride that the Irish have never been on 
the side of the red flag. 
Socialism, he 
adds, never has had any foothold in Ire­ 
land or among the Irish people, while it 
has considerable 
strength in 
London. 
Now and then an Irishm an is led off into 
extremes, he admits, but that the Irish in­ 
cline to Socialism he hotly denies. 
We

that 
Mr. 
Egan 
is 
correct. 
The Irish in America have not, as a rule, 
lieen found among the Anarchists or any 
classes of Socialists. 
W here they have 
been concerned in difficulties with the 
authorities, they have not been prompted 
by allegiance to the infamous doctrines of 
the 
Most-Sch vvab-Muhel-Spies 
crow»!. 
T heir chief crime here has been a strong 
attachm ent to the Democratic party. 


The Ohio Senate, without ascertaining 
whether the disgraceful absenting of them­ 
selves by a numlier of Democratic Senators 
broke the quorum or not, has seated the 
Republican 
members from 
Hamilton 
county. 
It is questionable whether the 
Republicans can justify this action. 
It is 
to lie hoped they can. Their cause was the 
right one; all the equities were on their 
side. 
But no just men will wish them to 
seat members without lawful authority to 
do so. 
Actually, there was no quorum : 
but officially the fact had not been ascer­ 
tained. The question arises, Must not a 
House on taking up business, affirmatively 
determine that a quorum is present?

HONOLl LÜ IN FLAMES. 


Sixty A cres o t C h in ese 
B u ild in gs D e­ 
stroyed by F ire. 
At 4 o'clock on the evening of April 18tli 
a tire broke out in the Chinese quarters of 
Honolulu, corner of Smith and Hotel 
streets, and proved one of the most disas­ 
trous conflagrations ever known in that 
city. 
The Chinese fire company, the first 
to undertake the extinguishing of the fire, 
were unable to check the progress of the 
flames, which spread over sixty acres of the 
Chinatown of Honolulu. 


T H E 
C H IN E S E 
T IIE 
P R IN C IP A L SU FFE R E R S. 
The native population were not num er­ 
ous in the burned district, aud, living 
principally near the water, m any ot their 
buildings were saved, while the closely- 
packed tenements ot the Chinese were de­ 
stroyed. 
The area covered by the fire is estimated 
to be at least sixty acres in extent, covering 
the most populous part of Honolulu, and 
only two or three buildings w ere left stand­ 
ing. 
The population of the burned dis­ 
trict is estimated at about 8,000, and it was 
found difficult to furnish im m ediateshelter 
for the homeless, but the Immigration 
Depot and other buildings were used as 
temporary quarters for the women and 
children. 
The bulk of all the movable property 
was removed in advance of the fire, much 
of it being taken across the N uuanu stream 
to places of safety. 


j a c k a s h o r e . 
The sailors aud marines of II. B. M .S. 
Heroine, Captain Blackburne, did splendid 
service during the fire. 
Theodore H. 
Davies, the British Vice-Consul, and Cap­ 
tain Blackburne liad an interview* with the 
Minister of the Interior, and th e latter 
gave permission for the men to pulldown 
buildings or blow them up, as they thought 
best to arrest the progress of the tire. The 
work of pulling down the buildings was 
begun, but it was then discovered that 
there was no powder, and this had to be 
sent for. 
In the meantime a detachment 
of men from the Satellite came on shore, 
properly equipped for work, and they and 
the crew of the Heroine succeeded in sav­ 
ing the Sailors’ Home, the new Palace 
building and several private buildings. 


TWO L IV E S LOST. 
A young native woman, name not given, 
lost her life in the fire. She had come out 
of a burning building in safety, but was de­ 
termined to go back and get the rest of her 
clothing. Notwilhstandiugsbe was strongly 
advised not to attem pt to return to the 
burning house she did so, aud perished in 
the flames. 
It was reported that 
Dr. 
Emerson had found a hum an body under­ 
neath a building charred beyond recogni­ 
tion. 
The lowest estimate of the loss of prop­ 
erty is $1.000,000, and one of the Honolulu 
papers puts tiie hgure at $1,500,060.

H e a th o f Ite v , N . S la te r . 
In the death of llev. N. Slater, which oc­ 
curred yesterday forenoon, in this city, a 
good and pure man and a most highly es­ 
teemed citizen passed away. 
He was born 
September 25, 1.805, and was therefore in 
his 81st year. 
Mr. Slater was a graduate of 
I nion College and Auburn Theological 
Seminary, New York. 
He began Ills m in­ 
isterial labors in Morris comity, New Jer­ 
sey. 
From there he went to Painesville 
O., in 1835, and took charge of an acad­ 
emy. 
In 1811 he removed to Illinois, 
where he had charge of an educational in­ 
stitution tor some titue. 
During the years 
following he was for a short time at the 
head of a seminary in Mississippi, and in 
1850, accompanied hv ids family, lie started 
for California. 
Upon arriving at Salt 
Lake he took up a temporary resilience 
there, remaining about a year, and during 
which time he wrote the first exposition of 
Mormonism that was published in book 
form. Concluding his journey to this State, 
lie arrived in l ’lacerville in 1851, and soon 
after removed to Sacramento county,where 
he has resided for the past thirty-four years. 
During the years 1858 59 he was County 
Superintendent of 1’ttblic Schools. 
For 
many years pas’ he has devoted much time 
to the science of astronomy, but more as a 
pastime than otherwise, and articles from 
liis pen have frequently appeared in these 
columns and in other journals. 
A few 
days’ since .Mr. Slater hud an operation 
performed by which a large cancerous 
tum or was removed front his shoulder. 
For three or four days following his condi­ 
tion was favorable, but erysipelas finally 
set in and, with i- Itnvd vitality from ad­ 
vanced age, caused his death.
